CANCER CONTROL MONTH 
April, designated by Congress as Cancer Control 
Month, will mark the annual fund campaign ot the 
American Cancer Society , and its Pennsy lv ania Div ision. 
The national quota is $12,000,000, of which it is hoped 
to raise approx imately $1,000,000 in the Commonwealth. 
Nev er was an appeal issued which had a more direct 
bearing on the happiness and liv es of ev ery one. 
If the present trend continues, one out of ev ery six 
Americans will fall v ictim to this disease. 
Cancer is 
killing Americans at the rate of 175,000 ev ery y ear— 
478 ev ery day —20 ev ery hour—one ev ery three min­ 
utes. 
This means, the Pennsy lv ania Div ision of the 
Society cites, that a total of 17,000,000 Americans now 
liv ing will meet death through this malady , unless 
something is done about it, now. 
The Society is waging a three-pronged battle against 
this killer—Education, to teach the public to recog­ 
nize possible cancer sy mptoms early , and thus to seek 
treatment before it is too late; serv ice, to prov ide hos­ 
pitals, through donations, with greater facilities for 
cancer diagnosis and cure, and to prov ide aid to indigent 
v ictims; research, to achiev e, through a nation-wide 
program, possible future eradication of this disease. 
Additional funds are needed to ex pand these pro­ 
jects, to bring hope to thousands of the afflicted, and 
millions who may y et be afflicted. 
So that others may liv e—giv e. 


NEW DATE FOR COAL STRIKED 
If the coal strike is to become an annual ev ent, we 
should like to suggest to J ohn L. Lewis and the bitu­ 
minous mine operators that they change the ex pira­ 
tion date of their contracts from March 31 to, say , 
May 31. 
It's still chilly throughout most of the country in 
Aprix . and in a lot of places, snow in May is not un­ 
common. A fire feels mighty good on frosty ev enings. 
This is a poor season for folks to hav e to cut down on 
coal. 
So the strike ought to be scheduled to start at a 
time more conv enient for the public. 
If baseball offi­ 
cials scheduled the World Series to take place at Lake 
Placid in J anuary , people would kick, and with good 
reason. 
The same goes for the coal strike. 
The public is 
going to start complaining after a while—blaming 
either Mr. Lewis or the operators for needless incon­ 
v enience. 
So, if we were J ohn L., we should insist on starting 
the new contract and the new strike on J une 1. That 
way it would be possible to tie up the mines and a 
good deal of industry to slow down national produc­ 
tion, and to hav e a good long strike before the first 
snow. 
The public wouldn’t shiv er. And the striking miners 
could get in a lot of fishing. 


Congratulations to all those Grace Methodist pastors 
and members, present and past, who hav e had a share in 
the splendid endeav or of retiring an indebtedness of 
$19 0,000, incurred when the present church was erected 
25 y ears ago.

(1) Two scientists working at the 
Nav al Research Laboratory in Wash­ 
ington in 
19 22 
detected—with radio 
wav es—the presence of a small wooden 
v essel steaming up the Potomac Riv er 
some distance aw’ay 
The scientists 
were Dr. A. Hoy t Tay lor and Leo C. 
Young. 
Their ex periment was an im­ 
portant milestone in the study and de­ 
v elopment of radio detection 
(2) Nex t, Dr. Tay lor and Young sug­ 


gested that two destroy ers, trav eling 
miles apart on a mission of tracking 
down the enemy , could keep a con­ 
tinuous stream of radio wav es flowing 
between them. 
If an enemy v essel 
passed any where between the two de­ 
stroy ers they could become “ immedi­ 
ately aware” of the fact and take action 
in tracking it down and sinking it. This 
could be done, the scientists added, 
“ irrespectiv e of fog, darkness or smoke 
screen ” 
(3) Eight y ears later, the Nav y De­ 
partment ordered Dr Tay lor’s labora­ 
tory “ to inv estigate the use of radio 


to detect the presence of enemy v essels 
and aircraft.” Two widely distant sta­ 
tions were set up. 
One station sent 
messages to the other, one wav e trav el­ 
ing along the ground and the ether 
through the air. The two wav es kept in 
perfect time with each other until an 
airplane or similar object crossed their 
path. 
When this happened the ground 
and air wav es w'ere thrown out of tune 
wjth each other, like the discord of a 
singer when he “ flats” a note. 
(4) While ex periments with radio 
detection 
were 
in 
progress, 
United 
States Army Signal Corps scientists 


were ex perimenting with heat wav e« . 
Heat wav es, like light and radio, are 
also considered a form of electromag­ 
netic wav es. 
Like radio wav es, they 
can penetrate clouds and fog, and can 
be picked up by ‘’thermocouples” so 
sensitiv e that they can detect the pres­ 
ence of stars billions of miles away . 
They detected heat wav es from the en^ 
gines of airplanes, blimps and ocean 
liners in New York harbor. 
The ther­ 
mocouples generate weak electric cur» 
rents registered on sensitiv e instru­ 
ments.

On the Serious Side 


April 6 is Army Day , when tribute Is paid 
the great m ilitary organization which is in 
such measure responsible for the freedoms 
we still enjoy today . 
The suggestion seems 
apropos that every home in America display 
the flag that has traveled to 
such far places 
in the past few y ears and is still fly ing in 
widely scattered territories. We like a pa­ 
rade, a rally , an oration, as much as do es any 
other American, but Army Day in 19 4 6 
should be an occasion for serious thought 
as 
well as for effervescent emotion. It is a y ear 
of crisis, a y ear which may well shape the 
destinies of many generations to come. 
A fter four seemingly endless y ears o f war, 
we are a t peace. 
But we face as great, or 
greater, battle in m aintaining tha t 
peace. 
And we face it, moreover, without the faint­ 
est semblance of the unity and clarity which characterized our 
w ar effort. 
As a result, we have not a t present an arm y suf­ 
ficiently strong or aggressive to win for us the current struggle 
for survival. Congress has perm itted the arm y to dwindle from 
overwhelming authority to frightening weakness by rapidly and 
seemingly uncontrolled demobilization. 
And it has not provided 
essential replacements, either by enactm ent of universal m ilitary 
training or by an appreciable extension of the draft, now sched­ 
uled to expire May 15. 
The issue is, therefore, squarely up to 
American y outh. 
By enlisting in sufficient numbers, they can 
mold the national destiny and spare the world the limitless 
devastation of still another armed conflict. 
Our army offers the highest pay , the finest food and quarters, 
the best medical treatm ent of any in the world. 
It offers, too, 
the pride of membership in a team that has never been beaten; 
the self-respect which comes from participation in a vital task. 
We hope the y oung men of our country —their parents, their con­ 
gressmen and senators—will think upon these things on Army 
Day .

Poor Housekeeping Blamed 
For Many Fires In H o m e s 


H arrisb u rg— The fir« death toll 
of 130 in Pennsy lvania du ring 19 45 
cou ld have b een greatly redu ced 
b y b etter hou sekeeping, according 
to Captain W. F. Traeger, Fire 
Marshal, Bu reau of Fire Protect­ 
ion, Pennsy lvania State Police. 
He pointed ou t that 80% of all 
fires are of a preventab le natu re 
resu lting from lack of care, indif­ 
ference and neglect in perm itting 
a, comb ination of circu mstances to 
occu r that invite flre. 
'‘Hou seholders are 
among 
the 
| worst 
offenders,” 
said 
Captain 
Traeger. 
"While b u siness places 
are responsib le for many fires, it 
is in the home tha t more than 50% 
of all b lazes occu r. 
"In many homes there are ac­ 
cu mu lations of ru b b ish in cellars 


and little-u sed closets; dangerou s i j 
heating sy stems; 
defective 
elec­ 
tric wiring or other inflammab le 
liqu ids improperly stored and oily 
rags not in m etal containers." 
Dry cleaning with gasoline, or 
other Inflammab le liqu ids, is also a 
common practice in some homes 
that can easily lead to death or 
seriou s inju ry , he said. 
, Commenting on the importance 
of eliminating these and all other 
fire hazards Captain Treager said: 
“Fire is no respecter of persons 
and even thou gh it is an u nwel­ 
come gu est it u su ally goes only 
where invited. Spring hou se clean­ 
ing time affords an excellent op­
